This is how one of the leaders tells 
the story: 
“As a gang,” he says, “we ruled the 
streets of Lawndale. Cars were stocked 
with shotguns, we were mauled in street 
battles, and many of us were arrested 
and sent to jail. But now that s ovct . . . 
“We began to become a conserva­ 
tive club one evening when we were sit­ 
ting 
a ro und — some drinking wine, some 
p itching p ennies, and others were 
ge t­ 
ting their heads together in secret. About 
eight leaders from different sets were to 


group which now calls itself the Young 
Great Society bought five old school 
buses, running excursions and contrac­ 
ting with the Board of Education and the 
University of Pennsylvania to transp ort 
students. YGS also op erates a halfway 
house foi kids from p roblem homes, a 
day-care center for working mothers, 
and an alcoholic and narcotics center in 
conjunction with two hosp itals. It set up 
Mantua Enterp rises, Inc., named after 
the gang’s West.

And this but scratches the 
surface of what these gangs turned “con­ 
servative” are doing.

South wins the club lead and

If he rises with the 
king or queen and East ducks 
with his ace, South is doing to 
be 
a 
disappointed 
declarer. 
Assuming

doesn’t fall apart, South will 
wind 
up 
making 
just 
eight 
tricks. 
If South plays a low diamond 
from dummy everything will be 
fine. The sun will shine, the 
birds will sing and he will make 
four or five odd, depending on 
whether or not he wins the 
second club. 
Move the ace of diamonds 
over to the West hand. South 
will make 12 tricks if he rises 
with the queen, since a second 
diamond lead toward dummy 
will bring home the whole suit 
with the loss of just one trick. 
The duck play will also bring

QUESTION 1; My lower gu ms 
have shru nk so mu ch I’ve had 
three lower dentu res made and 
can’t wear any of them. My 
dentist says I have no ridge 
left.

QUESTION T If magnets are 
u sed to hold lower plates down, 
does this invite the possibility 
of cancerou s growths?—Sam K. 
A N S W E R : 
Magnets 
are 
sometimes u sed as an aid in 
retention of lower dentu res. 
A 
in the jawlKme, u nder the gu ms, 
one on each side of the jaw 
in the molar region. Opposing 
m a gne t s 
are 
placed 
in 
corresponding positions in the 
lower dentu re, directly above 
the implant. The magnets at­ 
tract each other, thu s holding 
the dentu re in place. 
Sou nds simple and efficient, 
doesn’t it? Ru t somehow it has 
never really been “the perfect 
solu tion.” For one thing, the 
magnet 
implants 
often 
slou gh 
ou t 
(are 
rejected) 
and 
sore 
spots are common becau se of 
dentu re 
pressu re 
on 
gu ms 
cau sed by constant 
magnetic 
pu ll 
Another type of implant has 
been u sed with somewhat more 
su ccess. 
In 
this techniqu e a 
su bstru ctu re of 
thin, weblike 


stainless steel is fitted to the 
ridge of the lower jaw, u nder 
the gu ms and attached to the 
bone with “screws ” 


F r o m 
this 
su bstu rctu re. 
“pegs” 
or 
male attachments 
protru de throu gh the gu ms. The 
dentu re 
is 
constru cted 
with 
matching 
female 
attachments 
which fit onto these pegs, thu s 
su pporting 
the 
dentu re 
and 
holding it firmly in place. 


Not all dentists do this typo 
of dentistry and, of cou rse, very 
few patients requ ire it. Implant 
cases shou ld be highly selective, 
depending on patient’s mental 
and 
physical 
health, 
age, 
condition 
of 
hone 
and 
soft 
tissu e, and on his dire need for 
this type of dentu re satisfaction. 


As for the danger of dentu re 
implants cau sing cancer, I am 
not aware that any su ch cases 
have been reported. It’s tru e 
that infection may occu r arou nd 
the pegs; and rejection of part 
or all of the implant has also 
liepn a problem. 


Other drawbacks to dentu re 
implants cou ld be the su rgical 
procedu res 
involved 
and 
the 
cost.

CASE K-506: Mildred G., aged 
44, is a devout member of a 
Hoosier Sunday School class. 


Recently she brought up the 
specific case of a small church 
that had only 39 active mem­ 
bers. 


“ But it had been operating 
for 100 y ears,” Mildred began. 


“And its members were loy al. 
They had just installed a new 
furnace and had redecorated 
the basement with a nice kitch­ 
en and dining room. 


“But the church couldn't afford 
a clergy man, since it was too 
small to finance a minister’s 
salary . 


“And pastors are 
g r o w i ng 
scarcer, so it couldn’t find any 
neighboring small congregation 
with which to divide the time 
of a clergy man. 


“So the bishop decreed that 
this church should be abolished. 
“ But faithful members tried 
to purchase the building so they 
could maintain services therin 
each week, even if they had 
to rely on lay men to occupy 
the pulpit. 
“ But the bishop vetoed that 
idea and sold the church to a 


Wo rry ( 


wrecking firm on a bid of only 1 
$1,500. 


“Yet 
its 
own 
parishioners 
wanted to buy it as a focal 
point for stimulating more reli­ 
gious training of their kiddies 
in Sunday School. 


“Indeed, several of the mem­ 
bers had been married or chris­ 
tened 
in 
that 
little 
country 
church and their family ties had 
gone back for three or four gen­ 
erations. 


“But the bishop apparently 
figured that if his denomination 
couldn’t run the church, then 
nobody else would be given a 
chance, so it was demolished 
by the professional wrecker. 


“Dr. Crane, this seemed like 
w’anton 
destruction 
of 
good 
property and alienation of many 
religious 
families, 
don't 
y ou 
think? 


“For they are now’ so irate 
at this lack of horse sense, they 
will not go elsewhere to any 
other 
church 
of 
that 
same 
denomination. 


“And many of their children 
may now grow up as modern 
pagans!” 


Religious Dictation 
The courts apparently hold 
that a local church belongs to 
the denomination of which it is 
a part, instead of to the local 
citizens. 
But Mildred’s case is a good 
ex ample of stupid church dicta­ 
torship! 
The local members and their 
ancestors 
furnished 
all 
the 
money to build that church edi­ 
fice and to install a modern 
new furnace, kitchen, and din­ 
ing room. 
Compared with the hidden 


holes underground in the Cata­ 
combs, where early Christians 
had to worship in secret, this 
small country church would be 
a marvelous modern sanctuary . 


And Mildred is correct, for 
not only did the central denomi­ 
nation alienate the local mem­ 
bership by 
riding 
roughshod 
over their wishes, but it actual­ 
ly rendered a disservice to the 
cause of moral education of 
children in that Sunday School. 
David Livingstone attended a 
similar little church w?here he 
was often the only child in his 
Sunday School class. 


So we must not hink the size 
of a church edifice or the total 
number of members on the ros­ 
ter, is the true test of a produc 
tive parish! 


The backbone of American 
morality is still the small coun 
try and town churches in the 
Bible belt. 


For 
the 
larger 
cities 
are 
rapidly following the idolatrous 
trend that caused the destruc 
tion of Sodom and Gomorrah.
